Mineola. N. Y,. .Aug. 13.—What !s 


said to be a record for cross country 
distance flight for an aeroplane In this 
country was made by C. Foster Wil- 
lard In the golden flyer today when he 
covered twelve miles In 19 % minutes. 


• Much longer circular flights 
have 


been made by the Wrights, however, 
and longer cross country flights have 
been made abroad. 


Mr. Willard, who has been making 


short flights almost dally In the ma- 
chine belonging to the aeronautic so- 
ciety, started from Mlneola this morn- 
Ing In an attempt to make a cross 
country record flight. 


His route lay around 
an angular 


square and took him from 
Mlneola 


over .Garden Square, 
Westbury 
and 


Hlcksville and back to Mlneola, a dis- 
tance of fourteen miles. 
; Leaving Mineola, Willard sailed the 
machine about 150 feet in the air and 
going off at a fast clip 'his machine 
was quickly a speck on the horizon. 
It finally disappeared behind the trees 
and the watchers waited expectantly. 
-Nearly fifteen minutes elapsed be- 


fore the ship again 
appeared, miles 


away In the direction of Westbury. It 
was growing larger every minute and 
the watchers were preparing to con- 
gratulate Mr. Willard when the ma- 
chine began to glide slowly downward 
and then landed in a. field between 
Mlneola and .Westbury, 
about two 


miles from Mineola.

flight Wlllard passed- over several sets 
of telegraph wires and groves of trees.

Tho young 
man cnme to Fort Wayne two weeks 
ago In search ot work and has been 
rooming at the Coney Island cafe, 1601 
Calhoun street.

come to Fort Wayne at once. 


Worked Ruse to Get Pistol. 


Rettic, 'walking up from1 the south- 


ward, entered tho Freiburger hard- 
ware store shortly after 9 o'clock. Ben 
Herber, a clerk, was the only other 
person In the store at the moment, and 
to him Rettic said that he wanted to 
purchase a revolver. The clerk from 
behind the counter passed out an or- 
dinary weapon of 32 calibre. Rettic 
examined the pistol, Inquired the price 
and expressed his satisfaction with- it. 
He then nsked for cartridges, and a 
box was handed out1 to him. -Taking 
a' cartridge from his own Docket, Ret- 
tic compared it with one from the box.

Surgeons Find Bullet. 


Dr. H. A Duemling chanced to be at 


the hospital, where he had just com- 
pleted a surgical operation, and Rettic 
was placed under the influence of an 
anaesthetic and Dr. Duemling. with 
Dr. Morris, at once began probing for 
the bullet. 


It had passed above the heart, but 


pierced the lung, and was located just 
beneath the skin at the lower edge of 
the left shoulder blade, from which 
position it was removed without dif- 
ficulty. The wound Itself is not' re- 
garded by surgeons as especially ser- 
ious save for the fact that the pene- 
tration of the lung allows air to es- 
cape in the cavity, and the Injury Is 
of a character that superinduces pneu- 
monia. It is stated that Rettic is in 
no Immediate danger, but that it will 
require 
several 
days to 
determine 


'whether or no he can survive. 


Rettic's father Is a. florist at South 


Bend, and that- the young man had 
fully contemplated suicide is borne out 
by the fact that attached to the neck- 
tie which he wore was tin unsealed 
letter of five pages, written with lead 
pencil, and enclosed in an envelope 
bearing 
this inscription: 
"Please

THAW FAILS TO ESCAPE. 


Harry'K. Thaw, slayer of Stanford 


White, has failed in the assault he 
made on the bars of his madhouse. He 
s crazy and has been remanded back 
o Matteawan'asylum for the criminal 
nsane there to remain indefinitely. 
Justice Mills in a. very lengthy, de- 
tailed and impressive ruling declares 
his belief that Thaw Is suffering,' and 
perhaps incurably, from that species 
of dementia which drove him to kill 
the noted architect on Madison Square 
roof garden three years ago. He holds 
that to enlarge the prisoner would be 
to .raise a menace against human so- 
ciety. In short. Thaw Is a dangerous 
madman. 


'When Thaw's family and counsel 


raised the Issua of insanity In the sec- 
ond trial for the murder of White, 
they were availing themselves for tha 
prisoner of a proper method of de- 
fense. -Family, friends and hired ex- 
perts all testified with great unanimity 
and convincing force that the young 
man was insane; that he had been 
subjected to hereditary taint, prenatal 
Influences and congenital conditions 
that rendered him an easy prey to 
mental alienation, and that his mind 
had given way under stress of what 
he believed Evelyn Thaw had under- 
gone at the hands of White and of his 
conviction that White was a monster 
preying on the innocent 
It was 


masterly case of insanity that Martin 
W. Littleton, as Thaw's chief of coun 
sel, set up for him, and It worked on 
the jury. 
Thaw 
was acquitted 


murder, but declared an insane man 
And the court sent him to Matteawan 


Darius most of the time since hit In- 
carceration Thaw has endeavored to 
regain his liberty on the ground that 
his mind has been restored and that 


he is being illegally detained as an 
Insane person. 


In the trial Just concluded noted 


alienists freely testified that Thaw is 
a typical paranoiac and incurable: 
also that he has had temporary loss 
of mind but ia fully recovered and now 
as rational as the best of us. In no 
case has the valuelessness of expert 
testimony been so clearly established. 
Men equally distinguished in the fields 
of mental research and equally con- 
scientious in the earning of their pre- 
sumably good pay as scientific wit- 
nesses have differed as widely on Thaw 
as the positive and negative couM set 
them apart Justice Mills did not put 
a great deal of stress on what the 
alienists testified to one way or the 
other. 
He had studied the prisoner 


for many days at close range. He had 
bent a clear. Impartial and judicial 
mind upon his vagaries, his instabili- 
ties, his Impulses, his undoubted pre- 
dominance of egoism. 'The learned 
Justice found for himself 
plenty of 


signs of Insanity. His decision is clear 
and convincing. 
Thaw's family and 


attorneys set up insanity'as a defense 
to save his life and proved what Is the 
fact—that .Thaw Is and doubtless al- 
ways has been Insane. 


It is a great pity that the legal rui- 


ng that puts Harry K. Thaw in safe 
:eeplng cannot also provide for rele- 
gating his hussy of a wife to obscurity, 
vhere her voice will not trouble those 
who fain would hear It no more.

Indianapolis, Aug. 13.—The'casual- 


ties on Intarurtan roads. In Indiana -tor 
the.-inonths of April, May,and June 
this year Increased S30 per 'cent, over 
"the same jnonths In 1908, according to 
the Accident Bulletin Issued yesterday 


by the railroad commlsslonr tfhe num- 
ber of injured In collisions Increased 
900 per cent 


The casualties to passengers on 


steam roads decreased 30 per cent, in 
the same months, while the casualties 
to employers increased 14 .per cent. 


During the months 
one- passenger 


was killed upon the steam roads and 
twelve upon' interurban lines. 
The 


death of the-former, the report states, 
was due to his own negligence In dis- 
regarding the warning of a brakeman. 
The twelve killed In Interurban acci- 
dents were victims of two wrecks, both 
on roads in the extreme northern part 
of the state, and in one of which eleven 
lost their lives. 


There were 276 casualties to stem 


road employes and eighteen .deaths. 
This Is as opposed to 238 casualties In 
1908, and twenty-four deaths. There 
were seventy-nine casualties to 'tres- 
passers and of this number thirty-four 
were killed, as opposed to eighty-eight 
accidents In 
1908 and 
forty-eight 


deaths.

The report comments on the Injuries 


to employes as follows: "While many 
of these accidents have been unavoid- 
able, so far as the Injured employes 
were concerned, they emphasize the 
fact that after all the safety of each 
man depends upon himself, and the 
presence of safety devices, of federal, 
state and railroad Inspectors does not 
relieve any man from the necessity of 
constant and ,alert attention for his 
own'and others' safety." 


The total number of casualties on 


interurbans was eighty-eight, as op- 
posed to thirty-nine the previous year, 
and the accidents, while only four In 
number, as against eleven the previous 
year, destroyed property valued at $3.- 
800, an Increase of $800 over the year 
previous. 


The total number of deaths on both 


steam and electric roads for the three 
months was eighty-seven and the total 
number of injured was 473. The deaths 
In 1908 were ninety-nine and the in- 
juries 385. Fourteen roads reported no 
accidents. 


Twelve circulars were issued by the 


commission during the three months, 
relating to accident and Its prevention. 
These cover 
the 
following points: | 


Calling on city and town authorities to 
keep railway rights of way free from 
rubbish; requiring 
Information from 


interurbans as to employment and ex- 
amination of their men; for informa- 
tion on the subject of froge. guard rails 
and switches; recommendations for the 
discovery and correction of signal fail- 
ures; calling on cities to pass right of 
way trespassing ordinances; recom- 
mending that railroads prosecute and 
warn trespassers: calling conference 
on subject of locomotive headlights: 
recommending adoption 'of red cross 
warnings by all roads; requiring all 
steam roads having gross earnings of 
$7,500 a mile to submit plans for block 
system before Nov. 1.

Fort William. Ont. Aug. 13.—The 


presence of the mllltla In the strike 
district all night had the desired ef- 
fect and there were no further dis- 
orders. 


The regular soldiers arrived from 


Winnipeg at 4 o'clock this morning 
and relieved the citizen-soldiers and 
.he situation Is well In hand. It Is 
said the soldiers will begin a search 
of every house In the foreign quarter 
for 
weapons. 
There are 
fifteen 


wounded In the hospitals and several 
in their homes aa a result of yester- 
day's shooting. 


Surrounded by a frenzied mob of 


1.000 dock laborers, who poured fusil- 
lades of bullets Into the walls of their 
shelter, the position of the small band 
of constables was perilous until the 
regular troops arrived. The besieged 
constables of the Canadian Pacific 
railway seemed to be In danger of an- 
nihilation, so desperate wax the mood 
of the rioting strikers. But they suc- 
ceeded in wounding a score or more 
of the strikers, some of whom may 
die of their wounds. 


Chief of Constables May Die. 


It Is not known how many of the 


besieged have been wounded, but Chief 
Ball, at the head of the constables, 
was shot through the stomaqh and Is 
reported to be dying. 


Five other railway policemen have 


been wounded, and a newspaper corre- 
spondent 
named Charles Dlckensou 


was shot, although not seriously hurt. 
A sergeant of the city police, a butch- 
er, and one of the railway constables 
were surrounded and flred upon by 
the strikers, and all were wounded. 


The strange feature of the rioting 


is that If It had been delayed half an 
hour the strike would have resulted 
In a victory for tho men. These are 
Greeks, Hungarians, and Italians, and 
have been employed at dock laborers. 


A week ago they struck for higher 


wages, and yesterday the force of spe- 
cial constables was sent to Fort Wil- 
liam, as the strikers were growing 
restless, and were threatening to. burn 
the railroad company's property. 


Officials Come to Make Peace. 


Accompanying 
tha 
constabulary 


were officials of the road, and when 
the special police, -under arms and in, 
light marching order, werre »ent to the 
company boarding house, near tha 
scene of the strikers' greatest activity, 
these officials went to the office of the 
mayor, where they discussed the pos- 
sibility of settling the strike. 


The constables were ordered- to con- 


duct 
themselves peaceably and to 


avoid arousing the anger of the strik- 
ers. 
Scarcely -had the men reached 


the boarding house when the road of- 
ficials agreed with the mayor that 
they would grant the demands of the 
men and put them at work Immediate- 
ly at Increased wages. 
. 
The announcement of this conces- 


sion on the part of the railroad was 
being drafted for publication when tha 
first of the rioting started. 
Some of 


the constables 'showed themselves out- 
side the boarding house and'were at- 
tacked by strikers. This was the sig- 
nal for shooting, and In less than five 
minutes the constables found them- 
selves besieged by the rapidly growing 
taob. 


Riot Loses Victory to Strikers. 


A telephone message to the .city hall 


Informed -the railroad officials of what 
had happened, and they withdrew 
their offer of a settlement, and • said 
they would fight the Greeks to th« 
bitter end. The Greeks are regarded 
aa the ringleaders In - the . rioting, as 
they have been the most disorderly 
element ever since the strike was 
called. 
i 


The men are rabid with thirst for 


blood, and they are not over particular 
about whose blood they get as long 
as they get It. With scarcely animal 
Intelligence, they shoot In any direc- 
tion, regardless of who Is In the way. 
Friends or foes look alike. 


Whether -the first shot wag flred by 


the strikers or the Canadian Pacific 
constables Is not known positively, but 
it is believed the first shot was flred 
by one of the constables. 


The noise of the first shot had the 


same effect on the strikers that a red 
rag -has on an enraged bull. In a 
twinkling firearms of every description 
-were flashed by the strikers. There 
were shotguns, rifles, and scores of 
revolvers of types much more danger- 
ous to bystanders than to tho persons 
at whom they were aimed.
